Regular brown circles, edged with 
lush green can be “dollar spot,” a 
fungus disease that can be controll- 
ed with weekly applications of mer- 
curic lactate. 

Or the circle may be dog damage, 
and the excess nitrogen, which has 
burned the grass, can be leached out 
by dumping a large amount of water 
on the spot. 

If the spot is irregular, you may 
have a section of hard pan, and 
spiking will break up the soil and 
let the water get to the roots. 

A little later, lawn moths will be 
busy. You can see them hovering 
over the grass in the evening. Their
